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McKMAC, Grand Jury 
want cityhood study

McKINLEYVILE — The McKinleyville Municipal Ad- 
visory Committee agrees with almost every recommen- 
dation made by the Humboldt Grand Jury regarding the 
need for in-depth initial feasibility analysis on incorpo- 
rating McKinleyville. 

The McKMAC was invited, but not required, to re- 
spond to the Grand Jury’s May 22 re- 
port titled “Incorporating the City of 
McKinleyville: To Be, or Not to Be?” 

The Grand Jury did not take an 
opinion on whether incorporating 
McKinleyville is a good idea or not. 
Instead, it recommends that the 
County of Humboldt pay for a feasi- 
bility study. 

The Grand Jury recommend that 
the Board of Supervisors solicit bids 
for the study no later than Jan. 1, 2024 and award a con- 
tract no later than March 1, 2024, with the study to be 
completed by Oct. 1, 2024. 

The report does not include a cost estimate for the 
study, although some have said it would cost anywhere

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Cannabis measure mediation

ARCATA -— Since 1985, 
Adult Day Health Care (ADHC) 
at Mad River has offered a dai- 
ly program for medically at- 
risk adults who are dependent 
on others for some of their 
care. The non-profit ADHC 
gives these individuals, includ- 
ing dementia patients, a safe 
and stimulating place to spend 
their days that also allows fam- 
ily caregivers a much-need- 
ed break to take care of other 
household business. 

Among the 40 or so current 


participants are nine U.S. mil- 
itary veterans, most of whom 
are losing access to the pro- 
gram. The reason, says ADHC 
Administrator April Joyce, is 
the Veterans Administration’s 
refusal — or bureaucratic in- 
ability — to reimburse the fa- 
cility for their care. (See page 5 
for a letter from April Joyce.)

HUMBOLDT - Meetings be- 
tween Humboldt County officials 
and the proponents of a contro- 
versial cannabis ballot measure 
haven’t moved any markers and 
the measure remains on track for 
a March 2024 election vote.

ARCATA — The Planning Commission last week tied 
up a lot of loose ends in its processing of the General Plan 
Update and Gateway Area Plan (GAP). The GAP is one of 
many General Plan elements, and commissioners are for- 
mulating a recommendation to the City Council, which will 
ultimately decide the General Plan and GAP’s final form. 

In preparation for the July 11 preliminary recommen- 
dation, the various commissioners were asked whether 
they wanted further review of the General Plan’s ele- 
ments. Commissioner Judith Mayer, who was absent, 
and Commissioner Peter Lehman wanted more review of 
almost all elements, but the rest, with exceptions, did not. 

Lehman asked for an additional month to read “clean 
copies” of all the elements and consider them as a whole, 
a notion supported by Commissioner Dan Tangney. But 
Chair Scott Davies said the majority sentiment was to 
move on and focus on the GAP’s form-based code. 

Community Development Director David Loya said 
the commission has been making unprecedented strides 
in processing the elements, and has time to make a pre- 
liminary recommendation while still fine-tuning details.

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South | Street, marsh trails closing 
for Wastewater Plant overhaul

ARCATA -— South I Street will be closed 
in the evening of Tuesday, July 4 through 
Wednesday, July 26, for Phase One of the 
Arcata Wastewater Treatment Facility Im- 
provement Project. 

The City of Arcata Wastewater Treat- 
ment Facility (AWTF) is continuing its 
Facility Improvement Project with reha- 
bilitation of the wastewater treatment en- 
hancement marshes and construction of 
new infrastructure in the Arcata Marsh. 
Construction will continue on the Hauser 
Marsh outlet structures, and will begin on 
a new treated effluent outfall in the Brack- 
ish Marsh. Concurrently, the city’s Boat 
Launch Facilities Improvement Project 
will begin construction at the southern 
end of the South I Street parking lot. 

For public safety reasons, South I Street 
will be temporarily closed to vehicles from 
the evening of July 4 to July 26. There will 
also be an intermittent detour of the Hum- 
boldt Bay Trail around the construction 
area. Please follow all trail detour signage. 
Additionally, other public trails around the 
Brackish Marsh, Klopp Lake and Hauser 
Marsh may be temporarily closed during 
construction activities. 

Construction will generally take place 
Monday through Friday from 8 a.m. to 5 
p.m. and Saturdays from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
On some days the contractor may extend 
work hours from 7 a.m. to 6 p.m. The road 
closure will stay in effect over the week- 
ends.

enhance treatment and water flow in Gear- 
hart and Allen marshes and a new treated 
effluent outfall at the Brackish Marsh. 

The City of Arcata has contracted with 
Wahlund Construction, Inc. for Phase One 
of the project. Funding for this project, a 
project funded by President Biden’s Bipar- 
tisan Infrastructure Law, has been provid- 
ed in full or in part under the California’s 
Clean Water State Revolving Fund, which 
is capitalized through a variety of funding 
sources, including grants from the United 
States Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy and state bond proceeds through an 
agreement with the State Water Resourc- 
es Control Board. Additional funding for 
UV equipment has been provided in part 
by a HUD Community Development Block 
Grant (CDBG). 

The city has received all environmental 
permits and approvals for the project and 
has completed all pre-construction bird, 
amphibian and botanical surveys. The city 
is working with a multidisciplinary team 
of consultants and city staff to monitor 
construction activities and minimize en- 
vironmental impacts in and around the 
city’s core wastewater treatment facilities 
and the publicly accessible enhancement 
marshes. 

Please do not remove any staking or 
flagging found in the project area. Flagging 
and staking is used to mark new struc- 
tures to construct, utilities, areas cleared 
by biologist and areas of concern to avoid 
during construction. 

Mitigation measures, including vegeta- 
tion restoration, will commence after con- 
struction activities are completed. Con- 
struction activities will be ongoing for a 
duration of three years, with an anticipat- 
ed end date in December 2025. We thank 
you for your ongoing support and under- 
standing during the construction period.

$300,000. The McKMAC 
discussed its responses to 
the Grand Jury report at 
its June 28 meeting, held 
the day after the Board of 
Supervisors approved its 
budget for the coming fis- 
cal year, which does not 
include money for a study. 

McKMAC members ac- 
knowledged that the time- 
line for completing the 
study was aggressive, but 
said they wanted the study 
to get done. 

“T think the community 
deserves to put this con- 
troversy to bed, at least for 
now,” said committee mem- 
ber Kevin Jenkins, who 
heads up the McKMAC’s 
McKinleyville Incorporation 
Exploration Subcommittee 
(MIESC). 

McKMAC members said 
that they would actually be 
responding not directly to 
the Grand Jury, but to the 
Board of Supervisors. 

McKMAC member Greg 
Orsini noted that it is not 
the committee’s job to de- 
cide what gets funded and 
when. 

“It’s up to the [Board 
of Supervisors] to tell the 


said. 

The McKMAC only had 
one disagreement with the 
Grand Jury’s six recom- 
mendations. In its first rec- 
ommendation, the Grand 
Jury wrote “By no later 
than November 1, 2023, the 
Humboldt County Board 
of Supervisors provide the 
McKinleyville Municipal 
Advisory Committee, and 
any of its subcommittees, 
with the authority to seek 
other sources of funding to 
assist in the creation of the 
in-depth Initial Feasibility 
Analysis.” 

Orsini said his main 
problem with the recom- 
mendation was the use of 
the word “authority.” Ors- 
ini said that being given 
“authority” would be in 
violation of the McKMAC’s 
own rules. McKMAC Chair 
Lisa Dugan said her con- 
cern was that it would 
make it appear as if it was 
the McKMAC’s duty to find 
funding for the study. 

Instead, the McKMAC 
recommended that the word 
“authority” be changed to 
“support,” along with a few 
other wording tweaks. 


Ultimately, the Planco’s recommendation 
will be followed next spring by a formal reso- 
lution to the council. “For all intents and pur- 
poses, you’ve got the rest of the year to con- 
sider this and decide if there are modifications 
that you want to make,” Loya said. 

Davies agreed, saying that approach allows 
the commission to move ahead with a pre- 
liminary recommendation, focus on the GAP 
and later revisit other elements. This would be 
done using the regular meeting format rath- 
er than the special meetings recently used to 
jumpstart the process, thus allowing public 
comment on each item. 

Following detailed discussion, the Planco 
chose to raise inclusionary zoning require- 
ments to 4 percent for very low-income hous- 
ing and 9 percent for low- to moderate-income 
housing. It chose not to allow in-lieu fees to 
be charged, as that could eliminate affordable 
housing and encourage gentrification. 

In addressing building design standards, 
commissioners eliminated minimum park- 
ing requirements for new developments. The 
commission also added a provision requiring 
review of the GAP every two years once it is 
implemented. It also chose to limit ministerial 
permit hearings to be continued once rather 
than three times, since the form-based code 
reviews may only ascertain whether confor- 
mance with objective standards. 

Ten-foot, street-facing setbacks were 
deemed unnecessary and discouraging devel- 
opment and stripped from the code, though 
upper-story stepbacks, first pioneered in New 
York City to allow sunlight to reach the ground 
amid skyscrapers, were retained. 


pend services to the vets in its care. 
In response, Joyce said, the agency 
abruptly terminated its contract 
with the facility. 

Joyce explains in arduous detail 
the facility’s increasing difficulty in 
gaining its owed reimbursements 
from the VA over the last five 
years. It’s a trying tale steeped in 
shifting regulations and require- 
ments, governmental inefficiency, 
miscommunications and never be- 
ing able to track down the source 
of the problems, or anyone with 
the power to rectify them. 

“There have been several differ- 
ent issues,” Joyce said. Previous 
imbroglios have seen the agency 
failing to process paperwork and 
then saying it was never submit- 
ted. Usually, back payments even- 
tually come though with a chunk 
of money for the center, but this 
time, the janky process appears to 
have fully broken down. 

The latest imbroglio has seen 
veteran participants receiving re- 
jection letters over claims that 
the VA says have no authorization 
number attached. Joyce says the 
claims are submitted with the au- 
thorization number, but by look- 
ing in on the VA billing system, her 
staff can see the required numbers 
there one day and suddenly, inex- 
plicably missing the next. 

The glitch has defied resolution, 


with even those at the VA attempt- 
ing to help throwing up their hands 
in defeat. “We’ve got this whole 
group of different departments on 
the email,” Joyce said. “The only 
ones speaking up are the ones who 
are saying, “That’s not my lane,’ and 
the ones who it might be their lane, 
they’re not speaking up. Nobody has 
acknowledged that this is a problem 
within their system; that the system 
is deleting the numbers.” 

“We don’t feel that we’re asking 
too much,” Joyce said. “Just to be 
paid for the services that we do.” 

The problem is responsible for 
some $36,000 of the owed reim- 
bursements, but another unpaid 
$10,000 dates back years. As a re- 
sult, the center is going payroll to 
payroll with its 15-member staff. 
“We've got just enough coming 
in [from other sources] to make 
payroll and make our other bills,” 
Joyce said. ADHC is a tenant of 
Mad River Community Hospital, 
but not administered by it. 

Joyce said she is working with 
the affected families, and has 
found alternative funding for three 
of the nine veterans, who have 
served in conflicts ranging from 
the Koren War to Desert Storm. 

Sen. Jared Huffman’s office has 
been involved in seeking resolu- 
tions and is reportedly generating a 
fresh response, but couldn’t be con- 
tacted before Monday’s press time. 


Cannabis | Opponents say measure would drown industry in regulation and litigation

measure’s imprecise language 
could lead to prohibitions on add- 
ing things to farms like energy and 
water conservation equipment. 

But during an update hearing 
at the June 27 supervisors meet- 
ing, Mark Thurmond, one of the 
measure’s lead organizers, said the 
county’s analysis is wrong and has 
misled people. 

It’s part of a “fear-mongering ap- 
proach” to turn people against the 
measure, he continued. 

“I see the reasons why they're 
upset and I don’t see those reasons 
in any of the language in the initia- 
tive,” Thurmond said. “I do see it in 
the language of the analysis.” 

Citing the expansion issue as an 
example, Thurmond said rhetoric 
on the measure “has just gotten 
overblown” and “the analysis from 


the county is responsible for most 
of this problem.” 

Some incredulous laughter from 
the audience prompted Board Chair 
Steve Madrone to say, “Folks, come 
on, please stay respectful.” 

The lengthy public comment 
period included some supporters 
of the measure and many cannabis 
farmers, including those who de- 
scribed themselves as small-scale. 

They said the measure unneces- 
sarily — and harmfully — adds re- 
strictions to an agricultural indus- 
try that is already highly regulated 
by the county, the state and a vari- 
ety of environmental agencies. 

Natalynne DeLapp of the Hum- 
boldt County Growers Alliance said 
if the measure’s focus was on limit- 
ing new cultivation and expansion, 
there would be no controversy. 

Her read of the measure is simi- 


lar to the county’s. 

She said the measure’s policies 
would define half of the county’s 
cannabis farms as non-conforming 
uses, blocking ability to “make any 
changes on their farms to support 
their craft cannabis businesses.” 

She added, “If passed, (the mea- 
sure) would send Humboldt’s can- 
nabis program into an existential 
tailspin marked by extensive liti- 
gation that reflects the adversarial 
posture already demonstrated by 
the initiative’s proponents.” 

Attorneys for the county and the 
measure’s sponsors are at odds over 
the accuracy of the analysis and wheth- 
er it represents a violation of state law 
that forbids using public resources to 
take stances on ballot measures. 

That issue and an amended ver- 
sion of the analysis was before su- 
pervisors, who took no action other 


than to listen to public comment 
and receive the updated document. 

Its amendments mostly consist 
of notes that explain how a “differ- 
ence of perspective” on cannabis 
permitting can “result in very dif- 
ferent conclusions” about the mea- 
sure’s consequences. 

Supervisor Rex Bohn asked 
Planning Director John Ford about 
the effectiveness of the county’s 
ability to control cannabis farming 
impacts. 

“T think we’re being very diligent 
about looking to make sure that the 
environment is being protected,” 
Ford said. 

He added that regulations have 
tilted toward more environmen- 
tal protection over the last two or 
three years and “as we’ve come to 
understand things better, we have 
improved.” 


If the measure’s approved by vot- 
ers, it will become law that can only 
be changed through another elec- 
tion. It easily made the ballot, gain- 
ing more than 7,000 signatures. 

Against warnings from attorneys 
for the measure, the county will 
continue to carry out what it views 
as public education on the mea- 
sure’s effects. 

County attorneys have advised 
that there’s nothing in state law 
stopping supervisors and other of- 
ficials from exercising First Amend- 
ment rights of expression. 

In that spirit, Supervisor Mi- 
chelle Bushnell, whose Southern 
Humboldt district includes many 
of the county’s cannabis farmers 
said she’s “in opposition and do 
not agree with the initiative” prior 
to a unanimous vote accepting the 
amended analysis.

Wine Wednesdays: Pat Knittel of North Story Wines 


at could be more local than wine made in the 

Wie of Arcata in the old Machine Works build- 

ing on I Street? Pat Knittel was pouring her nat- 

ural wines at a recent Wine Wednesday by the third base 
bleachers. 

She's not only the owner and wine- 
maker of North Story Wines but also 
the owner and cider maker at Wran- 
gletown Cider in Arcata. They are both 
in the same facility. “Natural wine and 
cider are two peas in a pod,” she said. 

Knittel grew up in Freshwater and 
worked in some of the big wineries in 
the Napa and Sonoma area, as well as 
in New Zealand. And, what's more, she 
was an administrative assistant for the 
San Francisco Giants in 1998. 

“My mom would be paying for gro- 
ceries and she would just ‘happen’ to let my business card 
with the Giants logo fall out of her wallet,” said Knittel 
with a smile. 

North Story wines are the epitome of the word natural. 
Knittel was pouring a Carignane at the ballpark, a 2021 
vintage from grapes from Mendocino County. “They come 
from a vineyard that's over 80 years old,” she said. “It’s 
been certified organic since 2014. It’s a natural wine style 
with the stem flavor in, lots of tannin and spice. I did not 
inoculate it with yeast, it's just the grapes themselves.” 

Knittel has a background in Pinot Noir, learned in her 
eight years working in Anderson Valley. 

She's also always trying new techniques. “I'm about to 
bottle a Chardonnay that has been aged in a concrete and 
clay egg from France,” she said. She showed me a photo- 
graph of the ovoid tank, the only one in Humboldt County. 
Think of the giant green BBQ egg you saw at the hardware 
store, only white. Knittel had the oval tank shipped from

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SF Veterans Admin 
disrespects local vets 


I am the administrator of Adult Day 
Health Care of Mad River. Our center pro- 
vides a medically based day program for 
adults who are dependent on others for 
some of their care. We aim to maintain 
our program participants in the lowest 
level of care needed for as long as possi- 
ble, while providing necessary respite for 
their caregivers. We have been in opera- 
tion in Arcata since 1985 and since 2003 
we have had a contract with the Veteran’s 
Administration to provide our services to 
local veterans. 

In recent years our center, along with 
many other local healthcare providers, 
have had difficulty in receiving timely pay- 
ments for our services from the VA. For 
our center, this has escalated in the past 
few months to the point where we are cur- 
rently owed over $47,000 for services we 
have provided. 

As a small non-profit center, this 
amount of debt burden has become un- 
sustainable and our efforts to resolve 
these payments issues with the VA have 
not yielded long term results. 

For all of these reasons we made the 
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difficult decision this week to suspend ser- 
vices for our veterans whose attendance 
is paid by the VA, until full payment was 
received. The response from the San Fran- 
cisco VA this morning was to cancel our 
contract with them effective immediately. 

This unfortunate decision from the VA 
puts the health and well-being of near- 
ly one dozen veterans, who have served 
our country in all branches of the service 
during conflicts in Korea, Vietnam and 
Desert Storm, at significant risk. 

The services we provide include medi- 
cal monitoring for conditions such as Con- 
gestive Heart Failure, Multiple Sclerosis, 
Hypertension, Coronary Artery Disease 
and Alzheimer’s Disease. We also have 
an exercise program overseen by physical 
and occupational therapists, support for 
families provided by our social worker, a 
lively activities program and personal care 
provided by our care partners. 

In addition to the direct services pro- 
vided to our veterans, another important 
service is the respite provided for the fam- 
ily caregivers. This essential break from 
the stresses associated with 24/7 caregiv- 


ing is a huge factor in helping our program 
participants to remain in their own homes 
for as long as possible. 

Many of the veterans who attend our 
program have been enrolled here for many 
years. During that time, they have devel- 
oped close friendships with our staff and 
other participants to the point that we have 
become like a second family for them. 

With this decision from the VA to cancel 
their services with us, all of that has been 
wiped away in an instant. The fact that all 
of this comes on the eve of our country’s 
anniversary, from a battle that was fought 
by our veterans almost 250 years ago, 
makes it all the more painful. 

At this time, we are diligently working 
on plans to help our veterans continue to 
receive these important services in any 
way possible. We are working closely with 
their primary care providers at the local 
Eureka VA clinic, who have been very sup- 
portive of our efforts. 

We have also been working closely with 
Congressman Jared Huffman’s office to 
try to find some resolution to these is- 
sues. All of the staff at Adult Day Health 
Care of Mad River are all heartbroken by 
the callous response and disregard for the 
well-being of our elderly veterans from

the San Francisco VA. 

We urge our community to let the San 
Francisco Veteran’s Administration know 
if you share our concerns for the sake of 
our local veterans. These local citizens 
served our country to maintain the free- 
doms that we frequently take for granted. 
Please don’t let them be disrespected in 
this way by the very organization that is 
supposed to support them.
